Tix question of the freedom of the Press 
must ever be ono of great interest in this 
age of newspaper-reading, and this remark 
applies equally to the Far East and the 
rest of the world, The English and other 
European ‘papers hive long. enjoyed a full 
measure of liberty all over the East. In 
British Colonics there is all the privilege 
‘enjoyed in other parts of, the British Em- | 
pire. In Mouiln the freedom allowed in 
tho Tnited States is ‘aceorded, In French 
Indo-China the Press can be as outspoken 
‘as in France. In Japan the English papers 
have been permitted to comment on events 
with Httle restriction, and if there is grum- 
bling now nt greater strictness on the part 
of the Japanese Government with regard 
to the publication of war news we hardly 
think that the complainants do right in 
"expecting exactly the, sate licenso in Japan 
during the hour of her greatest trial as in 
a long-egtabhshed - Western state. In 
Ching, of course, outside the settlements, 
the question does not exist; a free Press is 
not a feature of Chinese civilisation as yet. 
There remain the treaty ports in China. 
Hitherto full liberty has been the rule, and 
papers expressing all Icinds of opinions have 
done so without fear, provided they have 
not outraged feelings of decency and right 
conduct, But a case has now arisen which 
promises to become famous in the history. of 
treaty port journalism. On tho 2nd instant 
we published a telegram from our Tieutsin 
correspondent, atating that in consequehce 
oof hig denunciation of Rusaian cruelties, 
Mr. Joun Cowen, & journalist woll: known 
“in the Far Ent, ad well a at homo; and now. [: 
Editor of the’ China Pies of Peking and’ 
Tientsin, had, been * summoned before the 
military ‘guthorities ‘at Tientsin and ordered

that, on his refusal and his insistence 
on the freadom of the Press, he wasthreaten- 
ea with deportation, Wo publish to-day 
another telegram from the same correspon- 
dent, in which ‘ve ore told that the ease is 
monopolising interest in ‘Tientain, Tt ap- 
pears that. Mr. Cowen has not yet been de- 
‘ported ; at least the fact has not yet been 
stated as such, and the China Timea ip pro- 
testing against the sentence, This, our 
contemporary urges, was given without ary 
trial, without evidence, ‘and without Mr- 
Cowen being allowed to make a defence, 


Mr. Cowey’s stand for the freedom of tho: 


Press has evoked the sympathy of war 
correspondents in Manchuria, who have 
telegraphed their congratulations to him. 

We are in a_difficult position here for 
forming an opinion on the case, since, owing 
to the fact that all communication, not of a 
telegraphic nature, with Tienisin bas been 
much delayed by the usual effects of winter 
in North China, we have not received any 
of the Tientsta papers of a recent date, and 
so cunnot judge as to: the permissibility or 
otherwixo of the Innguage employed by our 
collea; gue on the Ching Times. Mr, Cowen 
ix a journalist of Jong experience, and it is 
difficult to imagine that. he caw have indulged 
in statements of such a kind us to warrant 
the extraordinary step of the joint military 
authorities at Tientain, For the proceedings 
must indeed be called extraordinary. In 
the first place, that it was the military au- 
thorities who acted is remarkable, seeing 
that Tientsin hus Municipal Councils and 
ig not under martial law; In the second, 
the absence of any trial or- facilities fr 
defence is abhorrent to ull sentiments af 
justice, We cannot understand what githor 
General Ventris, commanding the British 
troops in North China, or the Municipal 
Council concerned are doing. However, as 
we are without any data ubout the case 
except our own. telegrams, we can only 
auspend judgment until we get further 
particulars and. have an opportunity of 
seeing the articles complained of.

branch of railway work. 
many broad and deep marshes to be spanned,and 
‘the plant required for this purpose will require 
maby construction trains to be devoted to ity 
transport if the work is to be carried on con- 
currently with the supply and reinforcaments of 
tho army inthe Rosi. We learnt what it meant 
in the Sondan 10° continue work on a railway and 
yet keop an army of only 20,000 men st tho 
front suppliod. ‘Ibe Russinn numbers aro ten 
times greater, and the Hine of communications

Accordingly the 
Imp+rial Government, in u spirit of cordial 
frioudship for Japan, hereby counsel the Go- 
vernoient of the Emperor of Japan to renounce 
the defiuilive possession of thé Liaotuag Penin- 
sus.”
